HAS STORMY MLETING' 


Disgruntled Shareholders Demand Re- 
signation of General Manuger— | 
Ask That Lighter Car Be Built and | 
Criticize Payment of Dividend on 
Preferred Stock, 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 1.—At a crowd- 
ed meeting of the Russell Motor share- 
holders this afternoon, the annual 
statement was reported and adopted 
after a warm discussion, which — in- 
cluded suggestions that General Mana- 
ser T, A, Russell resign, that a cheap- 
er and lighter car be built, that pay- 
ing the last dividend on _ preferred 
stock was ‘‘criminal” and other plea- 
sant remarks of a somewhat critical 
kind. 

The extremists, however, were final- 
ly silenced by the candid explanations 
of President Shenstone and the clear 


exposition of his difficulties by Mr. 
iiussell himself. 
A sharehoider by proxy was the 


most outspoken and he was finally 
ruled out of order and left the’ meet- 
ing, the rule being that only share- 
holders in person have the right to 
move resolutions, 

Mr, Ames spoke in favor of the 
management of Mr. Russell, who had 
refused an offer at three times his pre- 
sent salary to manage a similar con- 
cern in the United States, because of 
loyalty to the Russell Company und a 
desire to improve its present position, 

Other directors testified to the work 
done by Mr. Russell in the endeavor 
to put the affair on a better basis, 

Mr. Russell explained that to in- 
stall the patterns and dies for another 
type of car would cost $150,000, 

Mr, Shenstone said that no definite 
arrangements had been made with a 
bank regarding a bond issue. The 
dividend to preferred stock had been; 
paid out of reserve in the expecta- 
tion or normal returns from western 
business, which had not materialized. 
The resolution expressing the co-oper- 
ation of the shareholders with the 
management was then put and carried,
